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1. In late September 1951 the Portuguese Government in Lisbom, at the behest of 
the United Nations, instructed the Macao authorities thet an embargo, effective 
1 October 1951, was to be placed m the transportation of all military supplies 
te Commmist areag. Pedro Joge Lobo, head of the Repartioao Central dos 
Servicos Economicos, maintained that, inasmuch as no export licenses were 
required in Laoao, it would be unnecessary to anmounce the embargo order, and 
that the export busingss sould continue. 


2, On 26 September the okie? of the cacao Police? a member of the anti-Communist 
faction in the acao Government, went to a warehouse where gight aircraft 
engines were _atored to prohibit their being moved. The sib inea; wRTeN are: 
cylindrical in shape and about ten feet Long, were reportedly smuggled from 
Okinawa, and are the property of LU Jung~hsi* » & former Nationalist official 
residing in hacao, who has been unsuccessfully trying to get the Chinese 
Commmists to purchase the engines through HO hsien and CHING Tzu-kuang.
